C Ql.II.iBIJT  OK  THE  VITAL  STATISTICS . 

The  total  population  shows  a  continued  substantial  increase 
of  640  during  the  year,  of  which  197  was  due  to  excess  of  birth 
over  deaths  and  443  due  to  iitinigration;  on  the  showing  of  the 
registrar  General !s  figures  -  figures  from  other  sources  would 
indicate  that  we  arc  nearing  the  twenty-eight  thousand. 


hie  firth  Rate  (20.15)  was  maintained  at  the  high  level  of  the 
previous  year  and  ia  satisfactory. 


The  Illegitimate  Birth.  Rate  (55.9)  shows  a  considerable  fall 
compared  with  the  previous  year  (84.7)  which  reflects  the  return 
to  more  settled  peace  tine  conditions. 


The  St ill -Birth  Rato  (0,45  per  1,000  population )  shows  an 
improvement  on  the  previous  years  figure  (0,54)  and  is  better 
than  that  of  the  whole  country. 


The  Death  Rato  (12,74)  is  higher  than,  last  year  when  a  remarkably 
low  rate  was  recorded  (9.9)  It  is  slightly,  but  not  significantly 
higher  than  that  for  the  whole  of  England  &  Wales  (12.00),  The

Good  progress  was  made  with  the  provision  of  new  houses,

HEAT . 


Meat  is  distributed  in  the  town  from  the  Government 
Slaughterhouse  in  A Ices ter  under  arrangement  by  the  Ministry 
of  Food.  The  method  of  distribution  was  scarcely  of  a 
standard  which  would  be  expected  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  the 
meat  being  transported  in  ordinary  lorries  laid  on  the  wooden 
floors.  The  floor,  well  dirtied  by  the  porters  muddy  boots, 
did  not  Improve  the  cleanliness  of  the  meat  dragged  along  it. 
Complaints  were  received  from  butchers:  as  a  result  of 
considerable  pressure  by  'the  Sanitary  Inspector,  stool 
sheeting  was  laid  on  the  floor  which  was  at  least  a  slight 
improvement*  In  the  fullness  of  time,  we  may  even  hope  to 
see  the  meat  ptopcrly  transported  in  a  way  Y/lalch  will  prevent 
its  contamination.

Successful  work  was  carried  out  during  the  year  to 
improve  the  standard  of  milk  production  and  distribution* 
Amongst  other  improvements,  a  large  new  dairy,  of  the 
latest  modern  design  is  being  built.  At  present,  only  28% 
of  milk  Is  sold  as  raw  milk,  and  It  is  hoped  that  this 
figure  will  steadily  fall;  the  public,  are  demanding  a 
designated  milk,  and  the  process  of  steady  improvement  is 
bearing  fruit.

I  have  in  the  past  submitted  adverse  reports  on  the 
Redditch ‘Pure  Milk  Cots  dairy  at  Albert  Street.  Tills  dairy 
Is  badly  sited,  surrounded  by  industrial  premises,  and  a  more 
unsuitable  position  for  tills  type  of  premises  cannot  be  found, 
frequently  Informed  the  secretary  that  as  soon  as  possible 
;or  the  termination  of  hostilities,  alternative  premises 
would  have  to  be  found.  This  proved  to  be  very  difficult,  and 
although  ny  department  made  extensive  enquiries,  alternative 
premises  could  not  be  found.  Eventually,  the  Redd itch  Pure 
Milk  Co.  purchased  suitable  land  at  Birmingham  Road  and 
submitted  plans  for  a  new  modern  dairy,  the  work  on  which  was 
commenced  before  the  end  of  the  year.  There  Is  no  doubt  that 
this  dairy  should  bo  an  asset  to  the  district  and  that  the  lay¬ 
out,  type  of  construction  and. hygienic  methods  will  encourage 
the  personnel  to  adopt  the  highest  standards  of  cleanliness. 

I  am  continually  stressing  the  latter  point  with  t  ,e  management, 
and  another  improvement  I  should  welcome  would  be  pasteurised 
milk  sealed  in  bottles  with  foil  caps.  The  company  lave  agreed 
to  do  this  when  the  bottles  and  suitable  capping  machines  can 
be  obtained.  Although  I  have  been  the  first  to  criticise  this 
company  in  the  past,  I  congratulate  them  on  the  excellent 
modern  premises  'they  are  now  going  to  provide. 


During  the  year.  Improvements  were  carried  out  at 
Brownlas  Farm,  Webheath;  Manor  Farm,  Feckenham  and  .White 
Rouse  Farm,  Callow  Fill.  .-At  the  latter,  the  water  supply 
was  found  to  be  seriously  polluted.  A  mains  supply  was 
provided,  and  the  premises  raised  to  T.T.  standard.  The 
water  supply  at  Meadow  Farm,  Feckenham,  was  found  to  bo 
unsuitable  because  of  gross  pollution  and  milk  production

A  pamphlet  -was  distributed  to  consumers  containing 
advic  e  on  what  *oan  be  done  *  to  impr  ove  the  keeping  quality 
of  milk.  Occasionally  of  course,  due  to  faulty  .methods  of 
production  and  distribution,  it  Is  beyond  the  housewife  to 
prevent  the  souring  of  milk,  but  frequently  In  the 'past,  the 
xeoping  qualities  at  homo  *oov.id  have  been  improved,  I  mention 
t.  e  past  Dc cause  very  few  complaints  were  received  during  the 
year,  considerably  less  In  fact  than  any  of  the  previous  years, 
I  assume,  therefore,  that  the  consumers  have  obtained  some 
useful  knowledge  and  benefit  from  the  distribution  of  the 
pamphlet.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Water  is  supplied  throughout  the  district  by  The  East 
Worcestershire  Waterworks  Company  who  supply  water  to  the  Council 
in  bulk  for  distribution  to  Astwood  Bank  and  Feckenham;  two 


amp 1 os  of  mains  water  in  circulation  were  taken  and  satisfactory 


reports  received.  Approximately  157  premises,  including  outlying 
farms  and  dwellings  obtain  their  water  from  wells.  At  least  40 % 
of  those  are  shallow  wells  subject  to  surface  pollution,  3  such 
wells  wore  abolished  during  the  year  and  mains  supplies  laid  on. 


Fifteen  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  whore  the
